e Original certificates must accompany shipment at the time of entry. Sometimes importers are allowed to have the
documents sent to their banks.



o Certificates are used for only the accompanying shipment since it carries the details of the shipment.

e In many cases, federal agencies do not issue health certificates for processed and consumer-ready food products.
U.S. “State” issued export or health certificates are acceptable.

e Modification to any issued certificate accompanying a shipped product is not permitted.

Section V. Other Certification/Accreditation Requirements

e Original invoice, bill of lading and packing list are required to accompany the above-referenced certificates to meet
documentation requirements of the Customs Authority for the release of the shipment.
